The Chickasaws were then very suspicious
of the affiuir, and did not know but that' it
was a scheme of government at Washington
to chent them out of their lands,  Accor-
ding to the letter we quote from, the propo-
sition embraces a plan for three seperate ter-
ritorial goverments, one extending over the
Cherokee nation, a second over the Creeks,
amd & third over the Choctaws and  Chicka-
saws, These tribes were to be allowed six
months to consider the matter, nud the Tov-
ernment has made glowing promises’ of aid
for their territorial wiition in case of
their agreement.  The territory in question
comprises nearly all the remaining wnorgani-.
zed territory of the United, States, and ex-
tends from the Red River to the thirty-sev-
enth parallel of lattitude, which is the boun-
dary of Kansas, and from Arkansas gn the
East to Texas on the West.  The aren cov-
ered is about equal to the state of Arkansas.
The Choctaws and Chickasnws have Leen
for a numl == of years consolidated under
one goverment of their own, though latiter-
ly there has been some disagreemert be-
tween them.  All of the tribes mentioned
are considerably advaneed in civilization, eul-
tivate the earth as farmers, have schools and
ncademies, live like the whites, and conduet
their government aflairs in the same way,
by meaus of elections by ballot, legislatures
and elective chiefs. The Cherokee nation is
quite a promising specimen of a native Com-
mon-wealth,
